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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.183, filed on 1 
August, 2005, requesting waiver of the rules, for the application 
to be accorded a filing date of 17 February, 1998, rather than 
the presently accorded filing date of 18 February, 1998. 



The petition is DISMISSED. 



In an extraordinary situation, when justice requires, any 
requirement of the regulations in this part which is not a 
requirement of the statutes may be suspended or waived by the 
Commissioner or the Commissioner's designee, sua sponte, or on 
petition of the interested party, subject to such other 
requirements as may be imposed. Any petition under this section 
must be accompanied by the petition fee set forth in § 1.17(h). 

The petition is dismissed as untimely under 37 CFR 1.181(f) . 
While the circumstances described by petitioner are unfortunate, 
petitioner has not shown why over five (5) years elapsed between 
the dismissal of the prior petition under 37 CFR 1.10(d) and the 
filing of a request for reconsideration. As the record suggests 
a lack of diligence, the petition is dismissed out of hand as 
untimely. 

Any renewed petition must be accompanied by verified statements 
or declarations of fact from all persons having first-hand 
knowledge of the delay, setting forth the facts as they know 
them.
